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CROP TESTING PLAN FOR 
DETERMINING PURITY OF 
FARMERS’ WHEAT SEED 

The crop* testing plan inaug¬ 
urated in 1932 has since become 
widely recognized by grain men 
and farmers generally as an 
exceedingly^ simple and effect¬ 
ive means of determining pur¬ 


ity ol seed varieties used by in 
dividual fanners. With wheat 
particularly a high standard of 
quality is vitally essential in 
selling on the overseas market. 
While soil and climate play an 
important part in determining 
quality, the varieties grown, 
and their purity or freedom 
from undesirable types arc also 
of the utmost importance. For 
this week’s letter W. I).

Assistant Superintendent in cer ^ 
cals at this station, has outlin¬ 
ed this croj) testing plan which 
is being continued here this 
year. 

Four ounce samples of wheat 
are used. These are collected 
and sent in by elevator agents 
and by individual farmers. The 
samples arc grown separately in 
small tests plots and designat¬ 
ed by number only to avoid 
disclosing the names of the fav 
niers from whom the samples 
arc received. Just previous to 
ripening a field day is held when 
each plot is examined to deter¬ 
mine its purity of (variety and 
farmer s are given opporunity to 
inspect the plots, to see the 
wheat grown from their own 
seed sample if they wish 1 
learn how to identify different 
varieties. 

At the same time each plot is 
classified according to its pur¬ 
ity of variety. The various cla¬ 
sses are designated as “A”, “El” 
and 4 C.” Plots classified a s “A” 
are considered pure as to var¬ 
iety and the fields which they 
represent should provide Rood 
seed. Plots classified as “B” 
conL* in several impurities of 
varieties and farmers whose 
seed falls into this class arc rd- 
vised to take steps to provide 
themselves with better seed in 
the course of a year or two. 
Clasr “C” represents stock that 
is so badly mixed that it should 
not he used for seed. 

Th : s year several grain com¬ 
panies are co-operating by sup¬ 
plying samples and ever a thou¬ 
sand different lots, will be grown 
at tl e Letbridge Station alone. 

In addition it is the wish To ob¬ 
tain samples from as many in¬ 
dividual farmer- as possible and 
particularly those in close prox¬ 
imity to the station. Any who 
wish to have their wheat test¬ 
ed f r r purity of variety are ask 
ed to send in a four ounce sam¬ 
ple ' ithin the i ext few days if 
poss ble. Postage is required 
arid samples should be address 
ed to the Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge. As many cf these 
samples will he tested as tin e 
and plot space permits. 

The value of the information 
to bi obtained can scarcely he 
over estimated both to individ 
url farmers and the Canadian 
whe* t growers generally. A 
number of new varieties have 
been introduced during the past 
fifteen years. Most of these 
have been quite satisfactory 
wher grown under conditions 
for which they have been adap 
ted ; nd where purity of variety j 
has been maintained. However 
in too many instances mixing 
of v. rieties has taken place en- 
dangerig the high reputation 
cf Canadian wheat. The cron 
testing plan outlined above of¬ 
fers a feasible mean* of over¬ 
coming this danger and farm- 
: €i*s generally are urged to < >
